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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of the specification, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose a transflective LCD having, in particular, color filters on a rear 
(inner) surface of the second (upper/non-TFT) transparent substrate, where each of the 
color filters have through holes that positionally corresponds to the column spacers in 
the reflective portion (as depicted in Figure 3 of Applicant's specification). Although the 
prior art, namely US 6,215,538 (Narutaki et al.), US 6,310,672 (Koike et al.), and US 
6,323,921 (Kurauchi et al.), teaches an LCD having color filter with through holes, none 
of the reference specifically discloses a transflective LCD having color filters on a rear 
(inner) surface of the second (upper/non-TFT) transparent substrate, where each of the 
color filters have through holes that corresponds in position to the column spacers in the 
reflective portion (as depicted in Figure 3 of Applicant's specification). As a result, 
allowance is proper.
